The appearance to-day of Tin: COLONIST 
m an entirely new garb of beautiful clear- 
faced type marks another important epoch 
in British Columbia journalism and affords 
an opportunity for a brief historical sketch 
of the oldest, wealthiest and most largely 
circulated newspaper in the province, and 
the most extensive ami best- equipped 
printing house west of Toronto in the 
Dominion. This journal made its initial 
bow to tho public on the morning of the 
11th December, 1858. lis proprietor and 
editor was Hon. A. DeCosmos, afterwards 
premier of the local government ami sen- 
ior representative of the city of Viotoriu 
in the Ottawa parliament. It was started 
as a tri-wcekly. It assumed an independ- 
ent tone towards the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany, which at that time exorcised almost 
supreme power, aud vigorously attacked 
the administration of Governor, after- 
wards Sir .lames, Douglas. The Company 
and the government were exceedingly un- 
popular and the new paper rose 

RAPIDLY IN I'UJ't l.AK I'AVuK. 

In a short time it had either killed or dis- 
abled all its rivals.

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THE NEW YEAR. 

Another year has como nml gono, and 
another chapter in the history id' men's 
lives lias been written. There is some- 
thing inexpressibly sad in tin; decline of a 
year. It has had for all its many 
joys and many sorrows, many brights 
droitiTis realized and many high hopes 
crushed. It has been as it were a part of 
ourselves, and now that it has become 
a thing of the past we feel na if we 
had parted with a beloved friend. 
True it lias had its great Borrows. 
Many homes athost by the vacant chair 
that pale Death who visits alike the stately 
mtmsioirs of the rich .unl the lowly cot- 
tages i»f the poor has been an unwelcome 
guest during the year, and lias taken away 
some cherished member of the happy 
household. Many men find themselves fin- 
ancially depressed, loaded down with care 
and anxiety, ami looking hack over lciiSli 
see .scattered throughout its days, gloom 
and sunshine intermingled in endless con- 
fusion. And yet the memory of the year 
is very sacred for all classes of men and 
its decay is a very solemn thing- it never 
can lie recalled again. 

The world's history during 1880 has not 
been marked by any events of transcen- 
dent importance. Many of the Euro- 
pean powers have changed their govern- 
ments, though all ale stable, if we except 
Bulgaria which sits among the nations 
without a ruler. In 1 his busy nineteenth 
century there was something truly niodi- 
fevul in the life of E'rince Alexander and. 
the idol of his people, he ivas as well 
looked upon by all as a brave and 
knightly character, whose destiny prom- 
ises yet to be an illustrious one. During 
the closing days of the year a remarkable 
transformation took place in English poli- 
ties owing to the extraordinary and unac- 
countable resignation of Lord Randolph 
Churchill. What effect liisal rangeacl ion will 
have on English politics will lie a problem 
for the new year to solve. It may insure 
the return to office of .Mr. (iladstonu and 
the granting of home rule to Ireland. 
There is little doubt that such a solution 
of the Irish iiuestion would fan into life 
the spark of religious animosity, and that 
a parliament in Dublin would only be es- 
tablished through bloodshed and ruin. 
However il may be, 1887 promises to 1,,-, 
though we would fain hope otherwise, a 
sanguinary year in I he history of the 
world. Every nation in Europe is engag- 
ed in the work of armanieiil - preparing 
fof the great .struggle which cannot be far 
oil. Tile uncertain temper of the Czar 
may precipitate the conflict any day, 
though ii is confidently believed that as 
long as the Emperor William lives, (and 
he is now a very old man), peace will be 
preserved. Once the tight begins we may 
look for such a struggle as the World has 
never seen before. All good men and 
women should unite to-day in prayer to 
the (bid of Peace thai the storm-cloud 
may be avert ed, and that a satisfactory 
settlement of the questions at issue may 
be arrived at without a resort to arms. 

An era of prosperity has marked as well 
the great Republic to the south of us 
as our fair Dominion. America is too 
busy to-day in building up this groat con- 
tinent, to indulge in international quarrels 
which can only end in war. While there 
are matters in dispute between Canada 
and the United States, there is no doubt 
that these will be settled amicably and to 
tho satisfaction of botli parties. Wo as a 
a people have made great progress during 
t he year, and have seen many strange and 
wonderful things come to pass. The com 
plotion of the Canadian Pacific railway 
may be set down as the greatest event of 
1880. It was a colossal undertaking, and 
many boliovod.an insane one. But pluck 
and enterprise said the line must, be built 
and it was, long before the period of limit- 
ation. Among fcho'firafc bravolora to cross 
over the great Canadian transcontinental 
line from the Atlantic Id the Pacific was 
the distinguished premier of the Dominion, 
Sir John A. Macdbnald, I" "horn can be 
largely attributed the success achieved. 
Ho was received here with a royal welcome, 
BinOfl It W08 conceived that we owed him a 
(loop dbbt of gratitude for uniting us with 



our sister provinces. During the now 
year the life of the house of commons will 
expire and an appeal will be made to the 
people by tho true party of progress and 
reform. That the electors will give a satis- 
factory answer who can doubt t A pooplo 
never wilfully commits national suicide. 
Notwithstanding rocont events in two of 
the largest provinces of the DoRiinion, 
where local issttesalone werent. stake.it will 
be found that the government, of Sir John 
A.Macdontdd will again be returned to si ill 
further advance the work of building up a 
groat and prosperous Dominion. In Brit- 
ish Columbia the local administration w as 
sustained during the year by a largo ma- 
jority, the people recognizing tin- fact that 
by its wise and judicious legisla ion il do- 
served the confidence and suppol'l of the 
electors of the province. The opening up 
to traffic of I he Esquimalt and Nanainio 
railway was a red-lottor day in the history 
of Vancouver island, since it is destined to 
open up to settlement tho fortilo country 
through which it passes.

So good 
a showing t his ye.tr was not anticipated, 
owing to the supposed complete failure of 
Gmnito Crook, and tho unfavorable min- 
ing weather during tho summer in Cari- 
boo. Mr. A. A, tiroen states that Gran- 
ite Creek has furnished hint with a larger 
supply than Cariboo, though the latter 
has done very well ; Cassiar has sent 
down a greater ipiantily than during sev- 
eral previous years. It is very little 
known that Leeeli river, mi the Island, 
continues to yield a considerable quantity 
of gold, and this year li., U. A. Co. have 
purchased nearly §10,000 from this source. 
Krom other points on Vancouver Island 
come greater or lesser amounts of gold 
dust. 

The Bank of British Columbia, which 
ships the urcatest ipiantily of gold this 
year, reports that Cariboo has contributed 

a larger a tint than in 1885, while Lil- 

looet, district shows up with a largely aug- 
mented output, Oayoosh crook being a 
new and large source. Ivootenay district, 
especially in the Big Bend, has added a 
large item to tho yield of gold, while 
(iranito Creek also has done well and other 
porl ii ms of Vale disl ricl . 

It would thus apprai- that, instead of a 
decreased output of gold for the Province 
for I88(i, it will [trove to he in excess of 
the three previous years, and will likely 
total uji to a trifle over mio million dol- 
lars.
